TAXES AND YOUR 

PUBLIC SERVICE 

Whenever taxes are mention¬ 
ed, there is an unfavorable re¬ 
action in many people’s minds. 
I'he words itself has become a 
nemcitis to many, and during 
the few year s just past, A bur¬ 
den to all. And yet. in the 
laces ol universal complaining, 
people still apply for and de¬ 
mand more relief, more school 
lacilities, better utilities and 
more public services from the 
Town and School. It should not 
• Y necesary to mention that the 
only money obtainable to oper 
ate these public services on is 
tile money paid in taxes. 

With this the case, and the 
fact that according to law 
taxes become a first charge on 
real estate .,n t j property, would¬ 
n't it be a very good thing for 
all taxpayers t,> change their 
mental attitude respecting this 
from one of won’t to one of will. 
Instead of leaving taxes until 
they HAVE to Ik? paid, take ad¬ 
vantage of discounts an t | pay 


them early, and also cash in on 
the satisfied feliing of having 
done your part. Talk in favor of 
prompt payment when talking 
with your neighbor, instead of 
discussing non-payment. Cultiv¬ 
ate the feeling yourself that it 
is a sacred duty to keep your 
taxes paid up, and make it pop 
ular to pay them each and 
and every year. 

In all municipalities there is 
more levied each year than is 
actually needed to ru n the Town 
and Schools. Why? Because 
there are always a few who 
CAN’T pay but during the 
past few years thi s number has 
been small canipared to the 
ones who WON’T pay. Anyone 
can see the unfairness that this 
forces Town Councillors to. 
School and town works must go 
on; ao, to have money to carry 
on with, the mill rate ‘i» raised, 
and the willing paye r is further 
oppressed to pay for the < \1 
deeds of the one/who won’t pay. 

Of course Tax sales can be and 
aw held. People ignore notices 
and requests for n payment of 
their taxes they allow the pen¬ 
alties to pile up year after year 
they abuse the leniency of the 
collection agencies, and then af¬ 
ter years of this action when 
the Town is forced to take aet- 
io n and bring these people to 
time, they can’t find words 
mean enough to tell all and sun¬ 
dry what a mean bunch is gath¬ 
ered on Councils and School 
Boards.

Clubs of various kinds are 
starting up all over the country 
l n many communities there are 
rings of people wh’ch hav ? 
no name which could bo agree¬ 
ably enlarged and called Think¬ 
er? Clubs. 

Man differs from his animal 
brothers particularly in the qunl 
it y and extensiveness of bis 
thinking.

and that education which en¬ 
ables a reader to distinguish be 
tween what is good an] bad in 
the press. 

The boys themselves—seniov 
form—had their own views on 
the matter. Asked 1o tame the 
qualities of a good newspaper, 
they gave various replies: It is 
fair, impartial, and never afraid 
to put the otherpoint of view; ii 
exhibits good taste and i ever 
descends to spitefulncss; it re¬ 
frains from stunts, sensational* 
ism, and gossip; it avoids pon¬ 
tificating and vain utterances. 

That may be taken as the dis¬ 
interested verdict of an intelli¬ 
gent, vigorous-minded and un¬ 
corrupted jury. Youtiis and 
adults whose mentalities are 
already formed by sourd edu¬ 
cation will not l>e satisfied by 
newspapers which do not con¬ 
form to their standards of in¬ 
tellectual honesty and good 
taste. 


It is va^n to speculate on re¬ 
sults which could be obtained if 
all newspaper proprietors had a 
full sense of social responsibil¬ 
ity. Many of them frankly run 
their papers solely as commer¬ 
cial concerns, and in commerce 
it is often believed to be easier 
to exploit the lower tha n the 
higher tastes of the public. 

If that ha s to be admitetd, 
the remedy—though it may be 
a slow onq—is obvious. Onq— 
educate more; and two—give 
the public, wherever possible, a 
sound press, which will spread 
its own influence and create the 
taste for truth and fairness. 
There is no reason to suppose 
that in Britain and i n the Unit¬ 
ed States many of the popular 
newspapers are underestimating 
the intelligence of their readers. 
T n proportion ns that is recog¬ 
nized, even the yellow press 
will change its tactics.—Chris¬ 
tian Science Monitor.

CARE OF HORSES IN LATE 
WINTER AND EARLY 
SPRING 

Although recent weather con 
ditions are not conducive to 
thughts of spring, February ia 
here so the spring season can¬ 
not be very far away. On the 
Experimental Station this means 
that the horses, harness and 
machinery are being put in 
shape for the rush of spring 
work,, as a little judicial prep 
aration at this time helps con 
siderably to lessen this rush.

hard crusted snow in sonic 
districts, horses wintering out 
are likely, to be in poor flesh 
this spring. In some districts 
feed may be so scarce that it 
will be impossible to put the 
horses in good condition before 
starting the spring work. In 
these cases, especially o little 
judicial attention to propci ly 
fitted collars and good sweat 
pads will add materially to the 
horses’ comfort and efficiency. 

At least two weeks before the 
horse is to lie put to work light 
grain feeding should he started. 

A considerable percentage of 
horse owners do not believe in 
watering range horses while 
there is snow on the ground. A1 
though horses will obtain en¬ 
ough water to keep them alive 
by eating snow, much better re 
suits are obtained by supplying 
plenty of water. Thi ft is espec¬ 
ially noticeable when straw is 
the main roughage supplied. 

Straw is low in minerals and 
Where animals are wintering at 
straw stacks, it is advisable to 
use o nineral supplement.

Thin thrown n great 
1 *ad on the digestive organs and 
results in less energy I cing 
supplied by the food consumed 
or possible digestive disorders 
such as colic or impaction. This 
is especially true of horses on 
heavy feed doing hard work. 

The horses* feet should be e.< 
amine d frequently and the 
hoofs trimmed to the proper 
shape, as misshapen hoofs cause 
strain o n the legs with a loss 
of traction and possible injury. 

Everything possible should be 
done to make, the horses com for 
table in the stall and in the 
harness. Feed a balanced ration 
and the return will he measur¬ 
able in the satisfaction of the 
teamster and the efficiency of ' 
the horse.
